The Senate's resolution was accepted by the House foreign 


affairs committee as a substitute for Its own, and favorably re- 
parted for pillage with only two members voting against it. 
They were Representative Shaclcleford, Democrat, of Missouri, 
and Representative Cooper, Republican, of Wisconsin. 


In the Senate, patriotic speeches of support for the Presi- 


dent and a determination to press the war with all vigor were 
made by Democrats) and Republicans With pledges of non-parti- 
san consideration for all war <iuestioris.

Senator Hitchcock. In charge of the resolution for the Pres- 


ident, in place of Senator Stone, who would not support it, de- 
clared that as much us he wished and had worked to avoid war 
he could not vote against the resolution. 


Senator Lodge, ranking Republican of the foreign relations 


committee, pledging the support of the Republicans to the Pres- 
ident, called on the government.to seize all German ships in 
American waters, to replace those destroyed by submarines, and 
in passionate terms called ou the government not to conduct a 
"half war." 


Senator Vardaman, Democrat, of Mississippi, was the first 


to announce he would vote against the resolution. He was fol- 
lowed by Senator Stone, who announced his opposition, but, like 
'Vardaman. pledged his support to the war when it is begun.

Innumerable decisions have been handed closvn by Supremo Courts and 
Public Service 


Commissions sustaining Ihe minimum rate charges of Water Companies. Artificial Gas, Electric 
Light, and Natural Gas Companies. Among the latest are those of thex borough of Galeton 
against the Potter Gas Company (a Pennsylvania Corporation), and William Osborno, et al. vs. 
the same Company. Both cases were decilled last November by the Public Service Commission 
of Pennsylvania in favor of the Gas Company, and in each instance a minimum monthly charge 
of $1.10, subject to a discount of 30 cents foi1 prompt payment, was considered just and reason- 
able. Moreover. Hie decision states that tin dor Sub-section C, Section 1, Article III, of the 
Statute creating the Commission, it provides that reasonable minimum payments, charges in 
advance, and penalties for failure to pay promptly may be imposed by every Public Service Com- 
pany. 


The ease of the Fayette County Gas Company is identical with that of the Potter Gas Com- 


pany. 


The report further states that "The actual increase in the price of Natural Gas and the up- 


ward tendency of the market for the product iu the fields of the Potter Gas Company would ap- 
pear to furnish substantial ground under tho evidence submitted to the Commission to justify 
the respondent to increase the amount of its gross income. 


Further the report of the Commission goes on to say that: 
"Jt is not an unusual thing for 


a Natural Gas Company to make a minimum charge of One Dollar por month for domestic con- 
sumption. Of the thirty-six companies furnishing natural gas that have filed a minimum with 
the Commission, twenty-one charge One Dollar and over per month, and fifteen charge less 
than One Dollar. 


tt appears that a majority of the larger companies, more especially those whose plant 


equipment extends over one or more comities, inake a charge of $1,00 per mouth. 


The record shows that the Potter Gas Company furnishes service to 16,558 consumers re- 


siding in three counties. It also appear0, from the testimony of the respondent that thirty-two 
out of the thirty-three communities served by it have accepted and are paying the new Jtiini- 
mum charge of ?LOO." 


In view of the foregoing facts, does it not seem like foolishness to take the same complaint 


up with the same Commission, and needlessly waste a lot of money in expenses, which could be 
used to much better advantage elsewhere?
